GUARD AGAINST 
SCARLET FEVER 


Tests Show 90 Percent 
Susceptible in Esetn- 
aba Schools 


Nine out of every ten pupils in 
the Escanaba public school* are 
susceptible to scarlet fever. 
This information is Indicated in 
a report by H. J. Defnet, cltjr health 
officer, who has Just completed the 
administering of the Dick scarlet 
fever test to local pupils. 
Only 
about one-third of the total number 
enrolled In the schools submitted 
to the test, but in this group of 
about 800 children 
there 
were 
about ninety per cent who showed 
a positive reaction to the ta a t 
Toxin Given Free 
The result of this test, Dr. Def­ 
net believes, Is sufficient evidence 
of the danger of a scarlet fever 
epidemic, and warrant# the adop­ 
tion 
of 
preventative 
measures. 
Plans are now going ahead for giv­ 
ing the 
Immunisation 
treatment, 
and this work will be started early 
in February, with definite sched­ 
ules to be given out later. 
Treat­ 
ment with the scarlet fever strep­ 
tococcus toxin la available free, 
regardless of whether or not the 
person has taken the Dick test. 
The toxin Is given in three doses 
at two week intervals, with the 
strength of the dose Increased for 
each 
successive 
treatment. 
Pre­ 
school children may also take the 
treatment. 
Two deaths from scarlet fever 
have been reported In twelve cases 
in Escanaba this year, an item 
which Indicates. Dr. Defnet points 
out. that scarlet fever Is not a 


trivial disease. 
There are five or 
six active cases in the city at the 
present time, and the health officer 
is urging tho public to U ke ad­ 
vantage of the free health insur­ 
ance being offered in the form of 
of toxin to guard against the spread 
of the illness.
